Squire 
Futrell is a plain, sensible gentleman ; which, no doubt, accounts 
for his popularity, to a great measure, with those who are matri- 
monially inclined— vet full of "fear and trembling." The 'squire, 
like the painless dentist, gu irante-i to take the young folks through 
th:s trying ordeal without taxing their timidity or leaving them in 
a nervous strain. 

The 'squire took a dore of his own roedi ine, October IS, 1892, 
when he was mam-d to Miss Rosa Hall, at Harris, Tenn. nis 
wife's father, a christian minister, performing the ceremony. Two 
years ago he had the opportunity of returning the compliment by 
unting in marriage his father-in-law. Kid T. H. Hall to Mrs. Lira 
Woodell both having come from Troy. Tenn. to Fulion, to be mar- 
ried by Esq. Futtrell. He raatried one runaway couple who was 
elopuig from their parents in a two-horse wagon.
